"With respect to the Tor- 
ranee Elementary School, the 
principal, Albert R. Beardsley, 
expressed a willingness to pre­ 
sent his resignation to the 
Board of Education at an In­ 
forms! meeting on November 
19, 1947 at which time the 
superintendent recommended to 
the Board that the resigna­ 
tion not be considered. The 
Board followed .Ibis course of 
action after full discussion of 
this situation with Mr. Beards- 
ley, the superintendent, and 
the assistant superintendent of 
schools.

"On Dec. 1 the Board re­ 
ceived a letter addressed to 
the superintendent of schools 
from Beardsley, tendering his 
resignation of his own voli­ 
tion as principal of the Tor- 
ranee Elementary School, In 
which he stated: 'I earnestly 
desire that my resignation he 
accepted and that It take ef­ 
fect immediately.'

"In view of the repeated lie- | 
sire of Beardoley to leave the ] 
 nominee City schools, the 
Board considers It wise at this j 
time to respect his wishes In j 
the matter ami to accept his I 
resignation as principal of the 
Torrance Elementary School.

"The Board and superintend- ! 
ent are aware of the problem | 
which a change In administra­ 
tive leadership in any school 

and wish to assure 
the parents of all children In 
Torrance elementary school ! 
that there will be no Inter- 
ference or Interruption with
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the continued educational pro­ 
gram for any child In this 
school.

"Albert N. Posner will serve 
as acting principal of Tor- 
ranee Elementary School until 
a permanent appointment to 
the prlnclpalshlp can be made."

Presenting his view of the 
controversy, Beardsley said:

"Since my resignation as 
principal of Torrance Elemen­ 
tary School has been accepted 
by the Board of Education of 
the Torrance City schools, I 
feel It my duty toward the 
cause of good education In 
Torrance to give the reasons 
for not continuing to work 
any longer under the adminis­ 
trative and personal practices 
of the Torrance School I>ls- 
trlct.

"The first major mistake of 
the school administration was 
to underestimate this year's 
school budget by $.10,000.00. 
This severe error has deprived 
the teachers of texts, reading 
circle chairs, kindergarten 
equipment, playground equip­ 
ment, and badly needed re­ 
pairs to the buildings and 
grounds to make them safe 
for the children. Yet In spite 
of these limitations the teach­ 
ers are expected to do excel­ 
lent work without the neces­ 
sary supplies ami equipment. 
 With these shortages so acute 
the administration terms of­ 
fers of help on new equip­ 
ment charity 'when service- 
minded community groups pro­ 
pose to help the schools.

"I do not believe that in­ 
discriminate hiring and firing 
of personnel In a school sys­ 
tem builds morale. The dls- 
missal of Mr. Chester Craw- 
ford, of 2415 Gramercy ave. 
as custodian hi Torrance Ele­
